Washington, D. C., March 24.-—[Spe- 
clal.I— The Mellon normal and surtax 
rates were approved tonight unex- 
pectedly by the senate finance commit- 
tee. 

Taking advantage of the absence of 
Senator McCormick [Rep., II.] and 
Senator La Follette [Rep., Wis.], the 
only two Republicans on the commit- 
tee who have been considered against 
the Mellon surtax rate schedule, the 
committee approved the administration 
program by a vote of 8 to 7 in a 
straight’ party vote. 

Actually present at the meeting were 
only four Republicans and five Demo- 
crats, but the Republicans held proxies 
for all absentees except Senators Mo- 
Cormick and La Follette and the 
Democrats had the proxies for their 
colleagues who were absent. 

Besides approving the Mellon nor- 
mal and surtax rates, the committee 
also approved the earned income sec- 
tion. This section, which provides a 
25 per cent reduction in taxes on 
earned income, was amended to limit 
this benefit to $10,000 of income, in- 
stead of $20,000, as provided in the 
house bill: 

Defeated on One Point. 

Secretary Mellon had recommended 
that the $20,000 limitation be wiped out 
entirely, but the committee refused to 
take his advice on this point. Under 
the section as approved the first $5,000 
of income is considered earned, regard- 
less of whether or not k consists of 
salaries and wages.

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| PROHIBITION’S FAILURES... 
‘The new Turks, with their capital at Angora 


Norway had a miserable experiencé with prohi- 
bition. It first tried an unreasonable method of 
regulation and control, and abandoned it for com- 
plete prohibition. The first injurious consequence 
was economic, which was not an inherent defect 
ia prohibition itself, but it was tough on the Nor- 
wesian fisheries. Spain, which could not sell wine 
to Norway, decided not to buy fish from Norway. 
The two countries had traded in wine and fish. 


wegians became bootleggers, just as the Americans 
are bootleggers and patronizers of bootleggers, and, 
with the economic, moral and fiscal consequences 
all bad, Norway turned in its tracks. The physi- 
cal consequences also had been bed. 


Sweden, which was one of the first countries to 
recognize that the use of alcoho) required control 
and regulation, had been going smoothly on a sane 
system of regulation, while Norway was going 
badly on an insane one of prohibition. The Swedes 
are rationed to an amount of spirits which would 
satisfy any one but @ consistent drunkard, and 
have their malt and wine. The reformers who 
are not bigots are satisfied with results. These 
northern countries of long winter nights and severe 
cold have temptations to hard drinking which may 
be esc n more moderate climes, but the Swedes 
used tolerance and sanity in meeting the problem, 
and reasonable men concede that the compromises 
}wafeguarded both the welfare of the state and the

Russia had a drink problem. Ivan's idea of 
happinesa was to drink spirits just as rapidly as 
he could pour drinks into himself and then be- 
come unconscious, If he were as a log alongside 
a roadside he had attained his end.

health department, and there studied the 
relation of spasms in childhood to epi- 
lepsy in later life, in 752 children and 
their families.

The answer for the question which 
their investigation established lay in de- 
tween yes“ and “no.” 
found that the child that has spasms had 
a greater tendency to develop epilepsy 
in later life than the average. The state- 
ment that if the child with the tendency 
to spasms does not develop epilepsy by 
a certain age, he will escape, they do 
not find to be true. Not all babies that 
have spasms develop into epileptica, A- 
cording to the law of averages the baby 
that has spasms will not have epilepsy. 
Babies that had teething spasms when 
between 11 and 13 months of age were 
especially liable to escape. So were da- 
bies that had other transient causes, 
such as onset of contagion.

Curiously enough, a far greater per- 
centage of the letters favors the idea 
of the spanking method of reforming 
the gin, jazz, and tentatively wild 
young cradle sinners, a number of 
parents furnishing concrete evidence 
of its value. 

Writes Mrs. M. F.: “I agree that re- 
spect for parental law backed by the 
strong arm and the rod is the proper 
cure for silly girls addicted to flapper- 
itis. I have six daughters, 16 to 26. 
Recently they gave me considerable 
trouble, keeping late hours at dance 
halls, smoking cigarets, and drinking. 
I talked until I was blue in the face. 
Then father read your articles, and 
suggested that we try corporal punish- 
ment to obtain obedience. A few 
nights ago my 18 year old girl and the 
one 22 stayed out dancing until 3 a. m. 
In the morning when father demanded 
an explanation they were impudent. I 
took the youngest over my knee and 
gave her the hardest spanking she 
ever got. I gave her plenty of it. I 
released her when she promised to be- 
have properly and give up smoking 
and drinking. The other daughter, it 
was necessary for dad to discipline, 
which he did in the same manner. 

“Since then my giris have been 
obedient and respectful. They know 
what will happen if they are insolent 
and misbehave. <As a cure for the 
unruly flapper I heartily recommend 
taking her across the knee and pad- 
dling her aplenty. I am not a cruel 
mother. In fact, I would be more 
cruel to let mine go on as they were.“ 

The flapper herself can see virtue in 
the punishment. One of her writes: 

“It appears that my mother must 
have read the article on corporal pun- 
ishment. I, like Mr. Richman's daugh- 
ter, am spanked occasionally. 
Although I hate it, I must admit I am 
more or less cured. I am also @ flap- 
per, 17, and one night went joy riding 
with some friends, and turned in at 4 
a.m.

“Eighteen is too old to begin that 
sort of thing,” writes Indignant. “If 
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your letter tells the story much better”
